Englishman, who retired from buanesa 
in China, probably Hongkong, in 1889, 
with a large fortune, which waa after, 
warda considerably augmented: at the 
death of a distant relative, The deyeased 
gontleman was’ passionately fond of 
yachting, and had apparently frequently 
revinited, and for long periods, tho 
sconea of his early fabours and successes, 
in hia large ackouner yacht the Jedrel, 
Ho appears ty have left Hongkong, 
about the time indicated by the author, 
for an extended cruisu in the South 
Pacific, ern route for Valparaiso, In a 
voyage from the Society Islands tho 
yacht was wrooked on Flint Island, Mr

‘Ihe Danish tele- 
graph ship the Store Nordiske had only the 
month previously been in the port and 
effected some slight repairs. 

Tho Reuter of the 23rd September, ro- 
ceived at 2.40 p.x,, had reported tho com- 
plete pacification: of the N.W. frontier of 

ndis after the severe defeats inflicted on 
the tribesmen, and that the bulk of the 
troops recently employed had returned to 
their respective cantonmenta. The avacua- 
tion of Thessaly was being rapidly artied 
out.

Tho Board had under consideration’ cor- 
tain amendments made by tho Ineanitary 
Propetias Commission to Bye-luw v7 made 
by tho Sanitary Board on 17th Sune, 1897. 
Tho samendmonts had relation to the 
removal of obstructions created by the 
erection or Gxture of any structure 
in bsckyards or back lanes held under 
Jeaso from: the Crown, when such ob- 
atruclion, in the opinion of the Medical 
Officer of Health or such officer as may 
be appointed for the purpose by the 
Sanitary Board, projudiciatly affects tho 
health of the inmates of the houses, . 

Th Medical Officer af Health minuted— 
This recommendation of the Insanitary 
Properties Commission will, if adopted by 
the Sanitary Board, doprive it of some of 
the meagre powers which it alresdy pos- 
sessti under the old street bye-law, and [ 
oan hardly believe that the membors of the 
Commission have fully realized the nature 
of thir proposal, Tie only reference to 
private streets contained in Ordinance 
24 of 1887 ia that it shull be considered a 
nuisce Jf any such strect is s0 foul as to 
bo noxious or noisome or unhealthy, while 
Ordinaneo 15 of 1889 concerns itself with 
tho stability of building structures and 
their protection from fire, but ulso contains

une rferency to private streets, in Seo, 62, 
applicable however only ta building wholly 
erected subsequont to the passing of that 
Ordinnes, The byerlaw as mado by the 
Board, and which has already once received. 
the approval of this Commission deals with 
the mnitary condition of existing dwellings 
abutting on private atrests, lanes, ate, In 
Felmary of thia year, I showed the mem- 
bors of this Commission a number of such 
houms, and the majority of thom omphati- 
callyexpressed the opinion that they wore
